Reports of Revolutionary 
Outbreaks Bulk Large 
in the Reports Received 
From City of Mexico. 


OUTBREAK IS FEARED 
IN MEXICO’S CAPITAL 


Guards Have Been Dou- 
bled and Machine Guns 
Placed on Roofs of Na- 
tional Palace and Cathe- 
dral—Carranza Generals 
Refuse to Fight. 


Washington, May 28.—Revolution- 
ary outbreaks bulked large in ad- 
vices today from Mexico city. 

General Ernesto Damy, a major, 
four other officers and forty men, 
composing a train guard of the 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec railroad, 
were killed recently in an attack by 
rebels under Felix Diaz’ command. 
General Damby’s body was brought 
to Mexico City for a public funeral 
reported to have been attended by 
thousands. 

Train Was Dynamited. 


The train on which the soldiers | 
were riding was dynamited by the}

rebels, who have warned the train- | 


men in that part of Mexico to find 
other employment. In written no- 
tices, scattered broadcast the rebels 
say they intend to stop all traffic 
on the Isthmus line and the line 
from Mexico City to Vera Cruz, but 
that they do not wish to kill or 
injure innocent men, 

Blockhouses built along the Vera 
Cruz and Isthmus lines to protect 
transportation are destroyed by the 
rebels as fast as they are built, ac- 
cording to these reports, 

The troubles in the south coupled 
with the fact that Villa’s ac- 
tivities in the north have necessi- 
tated sending troops to campaign 
against him have reacted in the cap- 
ital, it is reported. Military guards 
in Mexico City have been doubled 
and machine guns have been placed 


'on the roofs of the national palace 


and the cathedral. There is said 
to be a strong feeling of unrest in 
the city and some rioting has re- 
sulted. 

Obregon Refuses to Fight. 

General Obregon‘s refusal to take 
the field against Villa is said to 
have added to the feeling of uncer- 
tainty in the capital because his 
friends openly state that his refusal 
was based upon his belie@# that Car- 
ranza was unable to cope with the 
present situation and he doubted 
the loyalty of the conscripted fed- 
eral troops. Severalh.other generals 
have refused to take the field 
through desire to retain the “con- 
cessions” in Mexico City which were 
given them by Carranza. 

Miners at Velardena, in the state 
of Durango, have asked Carranza for 
protection as they fear daily an 
attack by the Villistas. An offi- 
cial report from Torreon to Mexi- 
co City said 
the federal troops at Cuencame and 
after a battle of five hours the gov- 
ernment forces were compelled to 
retire to await reinforcements. 

Government Forces Lose. 

Other advices told of an engage- 
ment which occurred north of Tor- 
reon within the last ten days which 
resulted in a defeat for the gov- 
ernment forces under General 
Diegzuez, who recently Was sent 
north by President Carranza to re- 
lieve Chihuahua from the Villista 
menace. General Dieguez in this 
engagement is said to have lost 
thirty carloads of military supplies 
in addition to a considerable loss in 
killed and wounded. 

Villista forces are said in these 
dispatches to have surrounded Chi- 
Ruahua completely and relief from 
the Mexican capital is described as 
having been cut off entirely. 


GOV. HOBBY ACTS 
ON MEXICAN TROOPS. 


Austin, Texas, May 28.—Governor 
W. P. Hobby, of Texas, tonight 
telegpaphed the state department he 
will gmllow Mexican troops to pass 
through Texas if protection is fur- 
nished Americans in the Mexican 
state of Chihuahua against Villa’s 
men. Governor Hobby gaid Texas 
has no objection to the ‘passage of 
Mexicans, but Americans along the 
border and in Mexico must be pro- 
tected aguinst bandit onslaughts, 
occasioned by such passage. The 
governor said the first passage 
through American territory was the 
direct occasion of atrocities by ban- 
dits resulting finally in the Colum- 
bus raid.

Washington, May 28.—The Ameri- 
can naval seaplane NC-4 will not 
start tomorrow on the final lap of 
Beach, 
Long Island, to Plymouth, England, 
the navy department was informed 
late tonight in a dispatch from Lis- 
bon, Portugal, where Lieutenant 
Commander A, C. Read and his 
crew of the NC-4 are awaiting fa- 
vorable conditions for resumption 
of the overseas flight. 


Unfavorable Weather Likely. 


The dispatch, which was filed at 
9:10 p. m., Lisbon time, and re- 
ceived by cable, did not explain the 
reason. which impelled Commander 
Read to postpone beginning the last 
leg of the flight. The message 
merely read: “NC-4 will not start 
tomorrow.” 

Previous dispatches to the navy 
department from Commander Read 
and Rear Admiral Plunkett at Lis- 
bon, received shortly after 3 p. m. 
today, had brought the announce- 
ment that the American seaplane 
would resume its flight tomorrow 
morning. In the absence of any 
more definite information, naval of- 
ficers were inclined to believe that 
unfavorable weather conditions had 
developed over the

Both Majority and Minor- 
ity Reports Will Be 
Made at Public Hearing 
in Senate Chamber. 


WRIGHT TO SUBMIT 
MINORITY REPORT 


Nine Members of Com- 
mission, However, Con- 
cur in Recommendation 
of Constitutional Amend- 
ment. 


When the tax commission holds 
its public hearing in the senate 
chamber at the capitol at 10 o’clock 
Thursday morning, the people of 
Georgia will have an opportunity

Wright to Submit Report. 

On the*other hand, a minority re- 
port will be submitted by Repre- 
sentative Seaborn Wright, of Rome, 
opposing the constitutional amend- 
ment which has been suggested, op- 
posing the principle of classifica- 
tion which the majority has indors- 
ed, opposing the creation of a per- 
manent tax commission as proposed 
by the majority, and opposing prac- 
tically all the other recommenda- 
tions of the majority except the gen- 
eral proposition that something has 
got to be done to remedy Georgia's 
present inadequate tax system.

GERMANS CLAIM 
HEAVY DAMAGES 
FOR BLOCKADE 


Versailles, May 28.—The German 
peace delegation here, it was 
learned today, will present a coun- 
ter .taim of 12,850,000,uvy marks for 
damage from the allied blockade as 
an offet to the reparation demands 
of the allied powers. 

The counter claim is based large- 
ly on the alleged effects of the 
blockade upon the life and health 


of the civilian population. ] 


It is argued that, roundly, a mil- | 
lion births were prevented as a di- | 
rect result of the food blockade | 
upon the vitality of the women. The | 
same cause, it is contended, in- 
creased the deaths approximately 
800,000. Lack of milk for young 
children, absence of rubber and cot- 
ton for hospital use and interrup- 
tion of supplies of quinine, camphor 
and other medicaments were further 
factors in the losses, according to 
the German argument. 

Should the Germans open this 
field of inquiry, the allies are pre- 
pared to reply effectively by refer- 
ence to the far greater decrease of 
births and increase of deaths in 
France, Belgium, Poland, Rumania 
and Serbia as a direct result of the 
German war measures. 

The allies possess the German of- 
ficial figures showing that the milk 
production in Germany during the 
war was never below 45 per cent of

The failure of German cities to 
receive more than 10 or 15 per cent 
of the normal milk supplies was 
through no fault of the blockade, 
it is pointed out, but was due to 
the German system of distribution 
The lack of rubber and cotton for 
nospitals, likewise, repyesented the 
active choice of the German author- 
ities, who devoted to military and 
other purposes imports of rubber 
and cotton considerably in excess 
of the hospital requirements. 

The same argumentation will be 
applied to the scarcity of synthetic 
drugs, due to the conversion of 


German chemical plants to war pur- 
poses. 


GERMANY REFUSES 
PUNISHMENT TERMS. 

London, May 28.—The German 
counter proposals to the allied peace 
terms were published in Berlin to- 
day, an Exchange Telegraph dis- 
patch from Copenhagen says. 

The reply asserts the willingness 
of Germany to reduce her arma- 
ments to a greater extent than de- 
manded by the allies. 

Germany (the reply says, refuses 
to accept the punishment terms fixed 
by the peace treaty and it is de- 
clared that the allies can not both 
accuse and sentence Germans guilty 
of responsibility for punishable acts. 


POINTS STRESSED 
BY THE GERMANS 
IN THEIR REPLY 


Berlin, May 28.—Germany’s coun- 
ter proposals to the terms of the 
peace treaty presented to her plen- 
ipotentiaries at Versailles include 
the following points, according to 
an unofficial summary: 

Germany offers to disarm all of 
her battleships on condition that a 
part of her mercantile fleet be re- 
stored to her. 

She proposes that there be no 
territorial changes without consul- 
tation of the populations affected. 

The cession of upper Silesia and 
the claims to East Prussia, West 
Prussia and Memal are emphati- 


cally rejected.

Germany offers to pay 20,000,- 
000,000 marks in gold by the year 
1926 as indemnity, and to make an- 
nual payments from 1927 onward to 
a total not in excess of 100,000,- 
000,000 marks in gold. 

It was expected today that the 
counter proposals would be officially 
Standing on Wiilson’s 14. 

The German counter proposals in 
the opening section argue for the 
existence of Germany’s contractual 
right to a peace based on President 
Wilson’s fourteen points because 
the entente nations agreed to a 
peace on that basis and neither Mr. 
Wilson nor the representatives of 
any other allied government have 
since demanded that peace be es- 

tablished on any other Dasis. 

The second section deals with the 
contradiction between the draft of 
the treaty and previous assurances 
from entente statesmen and the 
general ideals of international 
right. 

The counter proposals declare 
that the terms of peace completely 
ignore the fact that Germany has 
replaced an “imperialistic and irre- 
sponsible government” by a strictly 
democratic one, and that Germany 
in her proposals for a league of 
nations has adhered to the princi- 
ple of a limitation of armaments. 

“Tt would be difficult to know,” 
one section reads, “what different 
conditions could have been imposed 
upon an imperialistic government. 
The solemn assurance of France, 
Great Britain and President Wilson 
that the peace would be a peace of 
right and not of violence have not 
been kept, especially regarding ter- 
ritorial questions.” 

“Might Before. Right.” 

The reply complains that “might 
before right” dominates the whole 
allied treaty. 

Objection is expressed to the de- 
mand that Germans be surrendered 
for trial in enemy courts, the reply 
contending that an impartial au- 
thority ought to be instituted to 
establish all violations of interna- 
tional law by whoever committed. 

It is declared by the Germans 
that, although the speech made by 
President Wilson in October, 1916, 
recognized that responsibility for 
the war rested on the entire ‘Euro- 
pean system, the treaty requires 
Germany to acknowledge that she 
and her allies were responsible for 
all dumage suffered in opposing 
countries. It is asserted that it is 
incontestable that some of the allied 
and associated powers, such as Italy 
and Rumania, entered the war for 
the sake of territorial conquest. 

The German counter proposals 
argue that there is no basis of right 
for the obligation to make compen- 
sation which is to be imposed on 
Germany. Complaint is made ‘that 
the amount of compensation is to be

Statutes of League. 


The statutes of the league of na- 
ations, it is further asserted, con- 
tradict numerous declarations made 
by the governments opposed to 
Germuny and the league is merely 
a continuation of the enemy coali- 
tion.

The reply maintains that the 
treaty shows Germany as a nation 
which is simply to be destroyed. 
and adds: “This is a complete repu- 
diation of the idea that every. na- 
tion has a right to existence and 
violates the right of self-determina- 
tion.” 

The statement then details long 
objections to the proposed treat- 
ment of the Saar region, Eupen, 
Malmedy, Morosnet and Alsace and 
the eastern frontiers, and argues 
that the worst manifestation of the 
disregard of the right of self- 
determination is the separation of 
Danzig from the German empire. 
Other abrogations of this right, as 
cited in the statement, include the 
refusal to allow the millions of 
Germans in German-Austria to 
unite with Austria, while other mil- 
lions of Germans are forced to re- 
main under the new Czeeho-Slovak 
state. 

No Basis for Lasting Peace. 

Section III. of the counter pro- 
posals reiterates the declaration 
that the draft of the peace treaty is 
in sharpest contradiction to the 
basis of right for a lasting peace, 
“of a right which was agreed 
upon.” It says the treaty involves 
destruction of German economic 
life and subjects the German people 
to a financial slavery “unparalleled 
in the history of the world.” 

If such a t.eaty came into force, 
it is declared, it would mean a 
fresh catastrophe for the whole 
world. The German statement adds: 

‘a dying philosophy of imperial- 
istic and capitalistic tendencies is 
here celebrating its last terrible 
triumph. We appeal to the 
innate right of men and nations, 
under which the British state de- 
veloped, tne Dutch people liberated 
thems-zlves, the North American 
nation established its independence 
and France shook off its absolutism. 
The sustainers of a sacred tradition 
cannot refuse it to a people which 
has just won the power to live ac- 
cording to its own free will.” 


GERMANY WANTS 
HER COLONIES. 


Berlin, May 28.—The -proposal of 
the German peace delegation to the 
entente and associated representa- 
tives regarding Germany’s former 


colonies points out to the peace con- 
ference that an absolutely impartial 
settlement of all colonials claims 
was promised in number five of the 


fourteen points mentioned in Pres- | 


ident Wilson’s message to congress 
January 8, 1918, and claims that “an 
impartial settlement presupposes a 
paring of both sides before a de- 
cision is taken, and such hearing has 
not taken place.” 

“While appealing to the promise, 
and especially to the principle that 
the regulation of colonial claims 
should take place witn due regard 
equally to the interest of govern- 
ments and the governed,” says the 
German note, “the proposal is 
made to refer colonial questions to 
a special committee. The commit- 
tee, to be formed of mandatories 
and experts of both parties, shall 
take as the subject of its delibera-

“Free, open-minded, and abso- 
lutely impartial adjustment of all 
colonial claims, based upon a strict 
observance of the principle that in 
determining all such questions of 
sovereignty the interests of the 
population concerned must have 
equal weight with the equitable 
claims of the government whose 
title is to be determined.” 
GERMAN PACIFISTS 
WRITE TO WILSON, 

Berlin, May 28.—MThe German 
peace society has written an open 
letter to President Wilson in which 
it is declared that the Germen paci- 
fists, even at the moment of the 
greatest German successes, never 
demanded other than a peace of 
right and, therefore, they have the 
right to protest against the peace 
for which the president is partly re- 
sponsible. The letter continues: 

“We are told that the terms pre- 
sented are a compromise between 
your principles and the far more 
extensive claims of your allies. The 
society, therefore, thanks you that

The newspapers comment at great 
length on the German counter pro- 
posals. Theodor Wolff, in The 
Tageblatt, says that the whole coun- 
ter draft corresponds to the demo- 
cratic ideals of right, and in no way 
to military nationalist conceptions. 
The demand that the occupation 
troops shall return home in six 
months at the latest might also be 
reckoned as meant to effect the 
preservation of German sovereignty. 

Vorgaerts says: “Every one in 
Germany has read the text with 
heavy hearts. If sober reason pre- 
vrailed at Paris, it would jump at 
this proposal.” 

Vorwaerts, however, thinks that 
the signing of the entente draft will 
be insisted upon. 


ALLIES TO BLOCKADE 
IF GERMANY REFUSES. 

London, May 28.—The allied block- 
ade council at Paris has completed 
all arrangements for again putting 
the blockade of Germany into force 
in case the German delegates re- 
fuse to sign the peace treaty, while 
complete plans have been worked 
sut for the fullest co-operation be- 
tween the military and economic 
forces which will be employed in 
case of necessity. 

Immediately following a failure of 
sign the treaty, 
putting the allied and associated 
governments to the necessity of act- 
ing, Germany will be given 72 hours’ 
notice of the termination of the 
armistice. On the expiration of this 
period the British, French and Amer- 
icans will advance into Germany.

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SELECTION PLAN | 


FOR THE U.S.ARMY 


Promotion of All Officers 
by Selection to Be Incor- 
porated in Bill Baker 
Will Present to Con- 
gress. 


Washington, May 28.—Promotion 
by selection for officers of the 
peace-time army through a system 
even more radical than that now in 
effect in the navy is under consid- 
eration by Secretary Baker, with 
a view to incorporation in the army 
bill to be presented to the present 
congress 

Special boards, appointed to com- 
pile from the efficiency reports of 
officers’ master lists which will be 
used in the selection of officers for 
promotion, already have made their 
final reports in many cases and the 
plan is practically ready for adop- 
tion, as soon as it has been given 
legislative approval. 

Two Boards Named. 

Announcement was made today of 
the appointment of two boards of 
officers to review the lists already 
submitted. In each case the board 
includes the highest rankine offi- 
cers of the army to be passed upon. 
Lieutenant General Robert L. Bul- 
lard heads the infantry board, which 
includes Majer General William M. 
Wright and Brigadicr General Henry 
G. Learnard, while the cavalry 
board will be headed by Major Gen- 
eral Jesse MclI, Carter, and will in- 
clude Brigadiers General Frank M. 
Caldwell and John S. Winn. 

These boards, it was announced, 
will submit to General March recom- 
mendations for the final classifica- 
tion of all officers in the regular 


army. 
All officers will be listed in 
those found 


three classes—first, 

qualified for higher rank regard- 
less of their position on the perma- 
nent lineal list; second, those qual- 
ified for promotion because of 
seniority and, in the final category, 
officers disqualified as a result of 
the low grades indicated on their 
efficiency records. 

Officers in the first class would 
be jumped into higher positions over 
the heads of any number of seniors 
who are placed in the second and 
third classes, and officers in the 
second class also would be promot- 
ed to the higher rank for which they 
are qualified. The third list would 
include those who have failed to 
keep step and who, in the opinion of 
the al mai should be elimi- 
nated. 


To Keep New Organizations. 


The proposal that promotions in 
the army shall hereafter be by se- 
lection is regarded as the only im- 
portant personnel feature which the 
war department will attempt to in- 
sert in the new army bill. With 
respect to the war department it- 
self, however, it is considered cer- 
tain that the bill will include pro- 
visions designed to perpetuate the 
new organizations which have grown 
out of the experience of the great 
war. 

The finance department under the 
plan would be continued. entirely 
separate from the quartermaster 
corps with increased responsibili- 
ties and scope; -a transportation 
corps, in addition to the motor trans- 
port corps, would be provided, and 
the quartermaster corps would be 
reduced to a shadow of the old de- 
partment, having to do only with 
comparatively -minor matters of 
equipment. Procurement of all sup- 
plies may be placed under the pur- 
chase and storage service. 

Separate bureaus for the air serv- 
ice and tank corps, as provided in 
the bill submitted to congress last 
January, will be again suggested, 
it was thought. 


COTTON MILL CHIEF 
MENACED BY STRIKERS 


Charlotte, N. C., May 28.—Charles 
Harper, superintendent of the High- 
land Park Cotton mills, at North 
Charlotte, was brought to the city 
today under guard. It was reported 
that striking employees, who have 
been showing an ugly spirit for sev- 
eral days, had threatened harm to 
the superintendent and officers had 
been appealed to for protection.

~ FORATHIRD TERM 


To Be Determined by 
Fate of League of Na- 
tions, Says Chairman 
Cummings— Democratic 
Leaders Meet in Chi- 
cago. 


Chicago, May 28.—Describing th2 
republican party as an organization 
which “complains and moves back- 
ward,” and the peace treaty and 
the league of nations covenant as 
“the greatest document of human 
liberty ever prepared,” Chairman 
Homer Cummings, of the democratic 
national committee, today sounded 
the keynote for an aggressive pres- 
idential campaign in 1920. 

Party leaders declared they wel- 
comed the opportunity to make the 
peace treaty and the league of na- 
tions covenant the issue in the 
forthcomin fight and expressed 
confidence of victory. 

Until President Wilson definitely 
“nnounces his attitude toward a 
third term, party chieftains say 
there will be no serious discussions 
of candidates. 

Political issues and plans for in- 
creasing the efficiency of party or- 
ganization occupied the attention of 
the committee at today’s sessions. 

Third Term and League. 

President Wilson’s candidacy for 
a third term will be determined 
largely by the fate of the league 
of nations, in the opinion of Homer 
5. Cummings, chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

“While I have no information re- 
garding President Wilson’s inten- 
tlons about becoming a candidate 
for a third term, I believe the ques- 
tion largely rests on the fate of the 
league of nations,” said Chairman 
Cummings. “If the league of na- 
tiong should by any chance be de- 
feated, and this to my mind is un- 
thinkable, the pressure brought to 
bear on the president to run again 


wouid be very great and I feel cer- 
tain he would be re-elected. If the 
league of nations is successful I 
do not think the pressure would be 
nearly es great.” 

In absence of definite word from 
President Wilson on the subject 
there was little gossip of candidates 
among the party leaders. The names 
most frequently mentioned were 
William G. McAdoo, former secre- 
tary of the treasury, and A. Mitchell 
Palmer, United States attorney ven- 


-eral,, who will address the -commit- 


tee tomorrow night. 
Every State Represented. 


Every state was represented by 
a committeeman or a proxy when 


Chairman Cummings called the body 
to order in a session which for- 
mally marks the opening of the pres- 
idential campaign of 1929. 

Chairman Cummings praised the 
record of progressive achievements 
of the democratic national admin- 
istration and declared that the re- 
publican party is falling under re- 
actionary leadership as indicated by 
the recent organization of con- 
gress. He urged a closer co-opera- 
tion between the different depart- 
ments of the party organization in 
preparing for the next national cam- 
paign and referred to the important 
part women will take in future po- 
litical activities. He said he ex- 
pected to visit every state in the 
union before returning’ to New York 
August 1. He said the party head- 
quarters would remain in Wash- 
ington until the opening of the 1920 
campaign when they would be re- 
moved to New York. It was prob- 
able, he said, that a sub-headquar- 
ters would be opened in Chicago and 
perhaps other cities later. In a few 
days he will appoint a number of 
committees to take up active work 
for the next presidential campaign. 

Active Campaign for 1920, 

“This meeting today marks the 
opening of an active and militant 
campaign for 1920,” said®Chairman 
Cummings in addressing the com- 
mittee. “‘We are able to point with 
pride to the record of President Wil- 
son and the democratic national ad- 
ministration in the matter of pro- 
gressive legislation. 

“From the passage by congress of 
the income tax law to the establish- 
ment of the federal reserve bank 
system the movement of the demo- 
cratic party has been steadily for- 
ward. When war came it seemed 
for a time as if daylight had drop- 
ped out of the world. The demo- 
cratic party successfully led the 
country through that dark critical 
period. No matter what critics may 
say, history will record this period 
as the golden age of American 
achievement and American honor. 
When the full story is written the 
American people will be satisfied 
and grateful. | look forward to the 
campaign of 192V0 with utmost con- 
fidence, not only in the righteous- 
ness of our cause, but in its tri- 
umph.” 

The selection of the meeting place 
of the next democratic national con- 
vention was informally discussed by 
the committeemen, although the 
question will not be decided until 
next winter. 

Thus far the contest appears to be 
between Cleveland and Indianapolis. 
A delegation from Indiana, led by 
E. G. Hoffman, national committee- 
man; Krederick Van Nuys, state 
chairman, and Thomas ‘Taggart, 
came to Chicago today to urge the 
claims of Indianapolis. 


Wilson Congratulated. 


The committee adopted a resolu- 
tion congratulating President Wil- 
son on his work at Paris in con- 
nection with drafting the treaty of 
peace and the league of nations cov- 
enant, and calling on the United 
States senate promptly to ratify the 
document.

He welcomed the advent of women 
into party politics and said that 
the votes of women in the western 
suffrage states were largely respon- 
sible for democratic success in 1916.

The committee is considering 
holding its next meeting in Jan- 
uary, 1920. at San Francisco. 

Joseph P. Tumulty, secretary to 
President Wilson; A. Mitchell al- 
mer, United States attorney gen- 
eral, and Franklin D. Roosevelt, as- 
sistant secretary of the navy, will 
arrive tomorrow to attend the clos- 
ing sessions of the committee. 

Mr. Tumulty denied that he was 
the bearer of a message from Pres- 
ident Wilson and said that he was 
coming to Chicago in his private 
capacity, as a democrat, as the 
guest of Chairmen Cummings.

TAX COMMISSION 
TO OPEN HEARING

as his reasons for “this deplorable 
state of affairs:” 

“First, the state has no voice in 
the initial assessment of property, 
even for state purposes. 

“Second, because the county tax 
officials who do make all initial as- 
sessments are directly interested in 
holding down assessments instead of 
increasing all assessments of prop- 
erty to its full market value.” 

To remedy this. situation, 
Wright proposes: 

1. Give the state tax commissioner 
the power to remove from office any 
county tax assessor, for cause, after 
a public hearing if he so desires. 

2. Amend the tax equalization act 
so that any two freeholders in a 
county may petition the judge of the 
superior court to remove, for cause, 
any county assessor. 

Would Amend Act. 

3. Amend the equalization act so 
as to require the approval] of the 
state tax commissioner to the ap- 
pointment of the county assessors. 

4. Amend the equalization act so 
as to require the approval of the 
state tax commissioner to the ap- 
pointment of county agents to seek 
out all unreturned property in the 
county, and giving the tax commis- 
sioner power to remove them for 
cause, after public hearing if the 
agent so desires, 

5. Give the state tax commissioner 
power to appoint special agents to 
go into any county where he be- 
lieves the assessments are wrong 
and investigate the returns, vesting 
such agent with all the powers of 
investigation as are given in the 
tax equalization act to the board of 
county assessors. The report then 
says: 

“It will be observed that the idea 
in each of these amendments is to 
give the state tax commissioner as 
the representative of the whole state 
broad powers in the initial assess- 
ment of property, power to check the 
growing tendency of county tax of- 
ficials to beat down assecsments in 
their respective counties, that their 
counties may not pay more but even 
less than other counties for state 
purposes.” 

Discusses Opposition. 

Mr. Wright then discusses his op- 
position to the principle of classifica- 
tion of property ror taxation, saying: 

“It gives unrestricted power to the 
legislature to abolish all uniformity 
in taxation, to place different rates 
upon each class, from practical ex- 
emption at the one end to practical 
confiscation on eche other, subject of 
course to the constitutional limit. 

“The present commission and 
future commissions may suggest 
rates to  the_ legislatures, but 
the power to establish them is ab- 
solutely in the unhampered will of 
each legislature. Not even a refer- 
endum vote to the people is pro- 
vided, though states like Kentucky 
have made this provision. 

The proposition of the majority 
to place a lower tax on money in 
banks, after classification 1s au- 
thorized by the constitutional amend- 
ment, brings forth the following 
from Mr. Wright in his report: 

“Take the extreme illustration—4 
per cent money in savings banks. 
It looks like an injustice on the 
face of it (to tax this at as high 
a rate as other kinds of property). 
But is it really an injustice? 

Unused Money. 

“The value of money by no means 
is confined to the interest it bears. 
The value of money is its power to 
buy. Money on hand bearing no 
interest is often of far greater Val- 
ue to the holder than a straight 8 
per cent loan. Money carries with 
it the market value of all other 
property. There is always a rea- 
son for men holding cash on hand. 
Behind it is the power of oppor- 
tunity. Unused money is like a 
hawk, always poised to swoop down 
on the helpless, and reap profit 
where it has not sown. Unused 
money is like a human vagrant. 
It is a non-producecr, @ menace to 
the state. If the holders of ‘it do 
not want to pay tax upon it let 
them put it into the market value 
of any kind of productive property. 
Then it will go to work and pay 
their taxes for them.” 

One thing that will probably cause 
great interest at the meeting 
Thursday will be the exhibition of 
the various charts which the tax 
commission has prepared, showing 
many sidelights on the tax prob- 
lems of Georgia. Some of these 
charts show the estimated percent- 
age of assessments for the differ- 
ent classes of property, and for all 
property in Georgia. Others show 
the per capita tax rate, the results 
of classification in other states, and 
comparisons between Georgia and 
some of- the states which have 
adopted classification.

ROBINSON BACKS 
LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Arkansas Senator Says It 
Is Not Unconstitutional. 
Denies That Race Ques- 
tion Is Involved. 


Washington, May 28.—Supporting 
the league of nations as a practical 
step toward the prevention of war, 
Senator Robinson, democrat, of Ar- 
kansas, replied in the senate today 
to many of the objections that have 
been brought forward by senators 
against the proposal. 

Far from creating a super-gov- 
.ernment, the speaker declared, the 
league would be “our agent, not our 
master.” It would not he Anconsist- 
ent with American traditions, he 
asserted, and could not involve the 
United States against its will in for- 
eign quarrels. He denied the valid- 
lity of constitutional points raised 
by Senators Sherman, Illinois: Knox, 
Pennsylvania, and others on the re- 
publican side, and replied at length 
to the contention of Senator Reed, 
democrat, of Missouri, that the 
league would endanger the destinies 
of the white race. 

There were few interruptions dur- 
ing the two-hour speech and the ex- 
changes which did occur lacked 
much of the bitterness which here- 
tofore has characterized the debate. 
At adjournment the resolution which 
brought the subject before the sen- 
}ate—a proposal by Senator Johnson, 
republican, of California, to ask the 
state department for the complete 
treaty text—remained the unfinished 
business and will come up again 
tomorrow. 

Senator Robinson tqok up in de- 
tail the constitutional objections to 
the league covenant, quoting prece- 
dents to show that the covenant 
provisions in many particulars fol- 
low the same legal lines as treaties 
now in force. 

Race Question and League. 

In replying to Senator Reed’s argu- 
ment that the league would ypive 
& majority voice in world affairs 
to the black, brown, red and yel- 
low races, the Arkansas senator 
declared Mr. Reed had been blinded 
by prejudice. 

“There is no race question involv- 
ed,” continued Mr. Robinson. “Would 
the senator favor a league compos- 
ed of white nations alone and thus 
force creation of a league of na- 
tions composed of other races? The 
senator's contention is totally un- 
important when viewed in conn-«c- 
tion with the fact that decisions 
of the league must be unanimous.” 

Senator Reed, the speaker charged, 
had “sought to intimidate senators 
from the south by injecting the 
race question” into the league de- 
bate and had “challenged’ southern 
supporters of the league to justily 
themselves before their constituents. 
_ “I accept the challenge,” said Sen- 
ator Robinson. “The day the sena- 
tor leaves Washington to go to Mis- 
souri to justify himself before his 
constituents for his opposition to 
every effort for a league of nations, 
on that day I go to Arkansas tv 
justify my support of this league. 
And if I don’t get back before he 
does, I’ll never come back. 

“If the people of Arkansas don’t 
vote for the league two-to-one or 
more, l’ll retire from the senate.” 

Senator Reed replied that he was 
in no position to judge the Arkan- 
sas senator’s constituency, but was 
satisfied that so far as Missouri 
was concerned, “if submitted to a 
vote in any way the league of na- 
tions would be overwhelmingly de- 
feated.”’ 

The challenge made by Mr. Robin- 
son, he declared, was made “for ef- 
fect.” 

Borah Is Criticised. 

Criticising Senator Borah, repub- 
lican, of Idaho, for his opposition to 
the league, Senator Robinson read 
into the record a letter written to 
Mr. Borah by a soldier who said 
that the Americgn army had fought 
for something more than/’a tempor- 
ary peace. The Arkansas senator 
also criticised utterances of Senator 
Poindexter, republican, of Washing- 
ton, charging that the latter had 
“struck President Wilson from be- 
hind.” To this Senator Poindexter 
replied briefly stating that he only 
had stated an honest objection to 
some of the president’s declarations. 

The alternate. plan for a world 
court presented in the senate in 
March bv Senator ®nox, Mr: Robin- 
son said, would create a “super- 
government” to which nothing pro- 
posed in the Paris covenant could 
compare. He quoted the Pennsylva- 
nia senator as recommending that 
“all disputes relating to interna- 
tional matters as defined by an in- 
ternational code should be decided 
by an international court,” author- 
ized to call upon signatory powers 
“to enforce its decrees.” 

“He would compel everv nation,’ 
continued Mr. Robinson, “to submit 
every dispute of an international 
character to a league tribunal and 
that way deprive the respective na- 
tions of all sovereignty and control 
over their foreign relations.” 

No Super-Government. 


"The objection that the league of 
nations treaty creates a super-g0v- 
ernment is without foundation.” said 
Mr. Robinson. ‘It can take no 
action in any important controversy 
without the-consent of the United 
States. Its powers are advisory. By 
the treatv it hecomes the common 


agent of the signatory powers to 
promote international co-operation 
and peace. It is our agent, not our 
master.” 

teplying directly to the constitu- 
tional objections raised by Sena- 
tor Sherman, republican, of Illi- 
nois, and other league opponents, the 
Arkansas senator said the same ob- 
jections applied with equal force to 
many treaties entered into by the 
nation in the past, and which had 
yo found practicable and benefi- 
cial. 

“A treaty is not unconstitutional,” 
he asserted, “merely because it con- 
tains agreements, the execution of 
which r ires the exercise of pow- 
ers vested by the constitution ex- 
clusively in the executive and legis- 
lative branches of the government. 
To declare that no treaty can be 
made which requires legisla- 
action to execute it or which 
pledges the government to do some- 
thing exclusively within the power 
of the executive would nullify a 
large majority of the treaties here- 
tofore entered into by the United 
States and render the government 
a Sena to maintain foreign rela- 
tions. 


United States and Treaties. 


“The United State# has already en- 
tered into many treaties pledging 
itself not to engage in war against 
certain foreign nations until the ex- 
piration of a definite period, and it 
has also agreed by treaty to settle 
many disputes by arbitration. Not- 
withstanding such agreements, con- 
&ress still has the power to declare 
war. 

“With respect to the allegation 
that the mandatory provision is tn 
conflict with the constitution, the 
only question of a _ constitutional 
nature arising is whether the Unit- 
ed States is forbidden to govern or 
assist in the government of other 
countries. There is no question un- 
der the revised draft of compelling 
the United States to act as a man- 
date. The language clearly and ex- 
pressly makes it optional. 

“The declaration often made that 
article 10 authorizes the executive 
council to involve the world in war 
in its execution is absurd. The 
language of the article is in case 
of any such aggression, or in case 
of any threat, or danger of such 
aggression, the executive council 
shall advise upon the means by 
which the obligation shall be ful- 
filled. It is perfectly clear that the 
executive council can compel no ac- 
tion under this article. The use of 
the word advise defeats such a con- 
struction.” 

Declaring republican opponents of 
the league were attempting to make 
the treaty a partisan issue, Mr. Rob- 
inson charged Republican Senate 
Leader Lodge with “ridiculous in- 
consistency.” 

Moral Aspects of League. 


Turning to the moral aspects of 
the league agreement, the Arkansas 
senator continued: 

“Our obligation to co-operate in 
the discharge of the responsibilities 
resulting from victory are as un- 
deniable as our privilege to enjoy 
the fruits of triumph. It would be 
cowardly, unthinkable, for example, 
to leave Poland, Serbia, Ukraine and 
Jugo-Slavia to the mercy of the 
central empires should they be re- 
habilitated, or to abandon to an- 
archy the colonies and territories 
separated by the war from the cen- 
tral empires. 

‘Tt is senseless to imagine that 
we have reached the end of inter- 
national disputes even among those 
who now comprise our allies. It is 
equally senseless to rely upon the 
old haphazard pre-war method of 
settling these disputes. That the 
proposed league of nations would 
make wars improbable seems to mé 
conclusive. By the elimination of 
secrecy in treaties and the extension 
of popular control to international 
diplomacy, comity and good will su- 
persedes suspicion and intrigue.

| London, May 28.—Harry G. Hawk- 
er and Lieutenant Commander Mac- 
kenzie Grieve, who reached here yes- 
terday from Thurso, Scotland, after 
being rescued in midocean when 
their airplane in which they were 
attempting to cross the Atlantic 
alighted near the Danish steamer 
Mary, were received by King George 
at Buckingham palace this morning. 

King George bestowed on Hawker 
and Grieve the insignia of the air 
force cross. They are the first 
actual recipients of this order. 

Greeted by Great Crowd. 

An immense crowd gathered in 
front of Buckingham palace to wit- 
ness the arrival of 
Grieve, who were loudly cheered 
when they made their appearance. 
The crowd also gave them an ova- 
tion when they left the Palace. 

The air force cross with which 
King George decorated Hawker and 
Grieve is a new honor which is be- 
stowed for “devotion to duty.” 

The Sopwith airplane driven by 
Harry G. Hawker on his unsuccess- 
ful attempt to fly across the Atlan- 
tic started from St. Johns with a 
fZasoline supply of 340 gallons.

In talking of the voyage, Lieuten- 
ant Commander Mackenzie Grieve 
said today that in his opinion the 
future of aerial navigation lies in 
the perfection of wrreless equipment 
for airplanes, by which the machines 
may be guided. 

Hawker Ridicules U. §. Flight. 

Speaking at a luncheon given by 
The Daily Mail today in his and 
Lieutenant Commander Mackenzie 
Grieve’s honor, Harry G. Hawker 
deprecated the organization which 
had won for the United States the 
honor of the first crossing of the 
Atlantic by a heavier-than-air ma- 
chine. He declared it was not a 
serious attempt with a ship sta- 
tioned at “every twenty yards.” 

Hawker continued: “If you put a 
ship every fifty miles, it shows you 
have no faith in your motor.” 

This was greeted with absolute 
silence on the part of the men gath- 
ered at the luncheon, numbering be- 
tween 250 and 300, nearly all of 
whom were British. A few minutes 
before they had cheerea heartily the 
statement that the American navy 
aviators had been successful in 
reaching Europe. 

Hawker disclosed that on Satur- 
day night, immediately preceding 
his start, he and Raynham had 
agreed that unless the wind chunged 
they would start on Sunday for a 
flizht by way of the Azores and 
Portugal. The wind veered slightly 
Saturday night, esough to give 
Hawker and Grieve the chance to 
start from their airdrome, but it 
was unfavorable for Raynham. 

He declared that although the 
weather was unfavorable, the suc- 
cess of the Americans in reaching 
the Azores forced him to start. 

; “Any Englishman here,” he added, 
“would have done the same thing 
under the same circumstances.” 

Lieutenant Commander Grieve said 
he was very nervous over his navi- 
gation abilities when he started, but 
soon ascertained that the navigation 
of an airplane was the same as of a 
ship. There were no difficulties un- 
til the clouds precluded the taking 
of sightings. He predicted that the 
navigating of airplanes would be a 
simple matter in the future. 

The Daily Mail’s 5,000-pound ster- 
ling consolation prize was presented 
to the two airmen. 

Hawker Describes Conditions. 

ae weather conditions and 
how his airplane ran into strong 
northeasterly winds, Harry . 
Hawker said to a representative of 
The Daily Mail: 

“The weather was no hindrance and 
we should have made the flight but 
for the trouble occasioned by the 
water boiling in our cooling system. 
We could have got through the 
worst of the weather in a couple of 
hours.” 

“The wireless was nut a great suc- 
cess.”” said Lieutenant Gommander 
Mackenzie Grieve. “I sent out mes- 
Sages every half-hour and tnink 
they should have been heard if any 
ship had been near, but never had 
any reply. My chief object was to 
let them know we were still in the 
air. . During the last few hours, 
when the engine was throttled down, 
the speed of the machine was in- 
sufficient to drive the wireless 
equipment and no spark could be 
generated, but ] sent ‘S. O. S.’ signals 
every fifteen minutes on an off 
chance of the spark operating. 

“From a navigating point of view 
I placed no reliance on the wire- 
less ot! or than as a means of ask- 
ing the positions of such ships as 
we might pass. The ships had pre- 
vicusly been asked by wireless from 
St. Johns to make known their po- 
sitions if they saw us by day or 
if we fired lights by night. As we 
r w no vessel, no light was fired. 
One vessel has reported having seen 
a ‘‘rht, but the observers on board 
may have described the red glow 


of the exhaust. 


“We preferred to navigate chiefly 
by celestia) observetions, and my 
position as I worked it out by the 
stars was virtually correct, I found 
when picked up. I used a cloud 
horizon instead of a sea horizon, 
as the sea was hardly visible any 
of the time we were in the air. 
During the first four hours after 
‘eaving we passed over fog banks. 

Clouds Below Like a Sea. 

“The cloucs below were like a 
sea, giving a perfect horizon. I 
had only to judge our distance 
above them and take the sun as on 
a sea horizon. About 7 o'clock, 
Greenwich time, I saw the sea for 
a few seconds through a hole in the 
fog or cloud bank. I obtained some 
idea of the drift of the machine by 
noting the breaking waves through 
the drift indicator. We were then 
at a height of 4,000 feet, and climb- 
ing, the drift being ten degrees to 
the right of our course, which I 


had already allowed for on start- 
|ing, owing to the northeast wind 


that was blowing. 

“Up to 10:15 o'clock we steered 
‘> cane a tr east course, not 
magnetic east. During that perioc 
1 took sights every hour. At loaiio 
I made out that we were 400 miles 
from St. Johns. We then altered 
our cour: to the north 73 degrees 
east, true, to keep in the track of 
chips. which we. should ifiust have 


entered at that time. the clouds 
were badly broken up and made 
sights impossible until about 1:38, 
when I managed to get the pole 
star “-- to a flat piece of cloud 
and wa’ surprised to find we were 
about 150 miles south of the course. 
We immediately altered out course 
a little to the northward to coun- 
terac. this ¢ ‘“‘t. but fiom a further 
sight obtained half an hour later I 
found we were still settling south- 
ward, and, realizing that a very 
strong northerly gale must

COLLEGE PARK WINS 
IN TRANSFER CAME 


The Georgia Railway and Power 
company will continue to issue 
transfers on the College Park line 
following the refusal of the Georgia 
railroad commission yesterday to 
grant the petition of the company 


to be allowed to discontinue. this 
practice. 

The decision of the commission 
was reached following the hearing 
held recently when the petition was 
presented by Preston S. Arkwright, 
president of the company, and op- 
posed by the city of College Park 
and the city of Atlanta. 

The company contended that as 
the supreme court had held the con- 
tract between the city of College 
Park and the company, which limits 
the street car fare to five cents, is 
valid, and that no provision is made 
in this contract for transfers, that 
the company should be allowed to 
collect an extra cent for a transfer, 
to help pay for the increase in the 
cost of the operation of this line. 
The company also set out that it 
was unfair to the citizens of At- 
lanta, who ride only a short dis- 
tance, to pay more than those who 
lived in College Park and ride a long 
distance, 

Before taking the matter to the 
railroad commission the company pe- 


titioned council of the city of Col- 
lege Park to amend its contract so 
that ‘the company could collect a 
six-cent fare on this line. This the 


‘council refused to do. 


In addition to deciding this case, 
the railroad commission on Wed- 
nesday denied the petition of the 
American Railway Express com- 
pany to discontinue its agency at 
Arcola, but granted its petition to 
be allowed to close its agency at 
Blichton. Both of these towns are 
on the Savannah and Statesboro 
railroad. The commission ordered 
the Central of Georgia to make Put- 
nam a flag stop for the Seminole 
limited. It further authorized the 
Seaboard Air Line to discontinue 
Wise as a flag gg for passenger 
trains and to use umas in place 
of Wise. 

The commission granted an in- 
crease of 50 cents per month per 
station in the telephone rates of the 
Consolidated Telephone and Tele- 
graph company, which operates ex- 
changes in a number of towns in 
the vicinity of Thomasville.

REFERENDUM SOUGHT 
10 STOP PRORIBITION 


San Francisco, May 28.—If the 
electorate of Ohio refuses to ratify 
the national prohibition amendment 
at its general election next Novem- 
ber the operation of the amendment 
will be suspended throughout the 
United States at least until the 
Maine election, in September,. 1920, 
Theodore A. Bell, attorney for the 
California Grape Protective associa- 
tion, announced today. 

“The referendum to place the 
measure on the ballot has been 
started in ten states,’’ Mr. Bell said. 
“Forty-five states ratified the 
amendment through their legisla- 
tures and three declined to do so. 
That means that the measure is held 
up in ten states by the referendum, 
leaving but thirty-five where final 
ratification has been effected, 
whereby thirty-six are necessary to 
make it operative. 

“If Ohio, which will be the first 
state to vote on the referendum, rat- 
ifies it, the necessary thirty-six will 
have been gained. But if it de- 
clines the amendment will be sus- 
pended until the next general state 
election in Maine, in September, 
1920. The remaining general elec- 
tions come in November, 1920.” 

The referendum now is progress- 
ing in California, Washington, New 
Mexico, Colorado, Nebraska, Mis- 
souri, Ohio, Arkansas, Michigan and 
Maine, Bell said. 


Jefferson City, Mo., May 28.—A pe- 
tition to invoke the referendum in 
Missouri on the question of federal 
prohibition was today in the hands 
of Secretary of State Sullivan.

LEAGUE OF VOTERS: 


Mass Meeting to Be Held 
Tonight at Chamber of 
Commerce by Newly En- 
franchised Citizens. 


The suffragists of the city are 
making preparations for the mass 
meeting to be held Thursday eve- 
ning in the Chamber of Commerce 
hall when a city-wide league of 
voters will be permanently organ- 
ized. As chairman of the rules com- 
mittee of the city executive commit- 
tee, James M. Hollowell has been 
asked to preside until officers have 
been elected. 

The voting privileges which have 
recently been accorded women in 
Atlanta and the representative reg- 
istration which the first three days 
have shown, have made suffrage a 
live subject and there seems to be no 
doubt but that all women who are 
interested in civic welfare will now 
assume their share of municipal 
responsibilities, whether or not they 
were active workers for suffrage be- 


fore. 

Many prominent women of the city 
who have never been connected with 
suffrage organizations evinced their 
interest by registering promptly on 
Monday or Tuesday. These as well 
as those who have been identified 
with the movement all along are ex- 
pected to join now in the formation 
of a non-partisan and non-political 
organization which will aid the new 
enfranchised citizens to establish 
themselves as intelligent and fair- 
minded voters. 


To Influence State. 

In talking of the proposed league 
Miss Sally Fanny Gleaton, an experi- 
enced suffrage worker representing 
the National Woman Suffrage asso- 
ciation, said: “All Georgia will be 
greatly influenced by the conduct 
of this league, and it is for this rea- 
son as well as for the good of At- 
lanta that we all want to see the or- 
ganization formed on a plane that is 
above all factionalism, and offi- 
cered by the most capable women 
who can be found, entirely regard- 
less of personalities.” 

The meeting Thursday evening 
will be held at 8 o’clock on the sec- 
ond floor of the chamber of com- 
merce and all women of the city 
who are eligible to vote and feel a 
pride in the success of the suffrage 
movement are invited to be present.

Following the action of the tele- 
phone and telegraph companies of 
the United States in asking con- 
gress to return the lines to the own- 
ers and at the same time pass lezgis- 
lation to place the control of these 
in the hands of the federal govern- 
ment at Washington, D. C., the 
railroad commission of Georgia on 
Wednesday passed resolutions urg- 
ing the Georgia members of con- 
gress to consider the immediate re- 
turn of the companies to the owners 
and to. oppose legislation taking 
away the authority of the states 
over intra-state rates and services. 

The members of the Georgia com- 
mission are of the opinion that to 
pass congressional legislation au-

| thorizing federal control over tele- 
| Phone and telegraph lines in the 
various states is to nullify the po- 
lice powers of the various states, 
and to abolish states’ rights. 
prevent this action the commission 
has passed the following resolu- 
tions: 
Resolutions Passed. 

1. That the Georgia members of the 
United States congress be urged to con- 
sider the immediate return of telephone and 
telegraph companies to their owners. 

2. That such members of congress be ad- 
vised that in the opinion of this commission 
telegraph and telephone companies have not 
suffered in their revenues by any action of 
this commission, 

3. That such members of congress be 
advised that this commission as represent- 
ing the state of Georgia, is opposed to any 
congressional legislation taking away any 
of the authority of this state over intra- 
state rates and service. 

4. That a copy of this resolution be for- 
warded to the Georgia members of congress. 


Uniform Account System. 

The commission on Wednesday is- 
sued a bulletin to all telephone com- 
panies in Georgia calling their at- 
tention to the laws of 1907, enlarg- 
ing the powers of the railroad com- 
mission so that the commission has 


the power and authority to prescribe 
a uniform system of accounts for 
all railroads and corporations over 
which it has jurisdiction. And at 
the same time the commission sets 


now arrived when it is advisable 
to prescribe such a uniform sys- 
tem of accounts for telephone com- 
panies, and to that end has prepared 
a tentative form of annual report, 
together with a uniform system of 
accounts, which is being mailed to 
oe various companies for informa- 
tion. 

The commission has assigned this 
matter for public hearing at its 
meeting to be held in the state capi- 
tol, 10 a. m., on June 25, 1919, at 
which time it will afford interested 
parties an opportunity to -submit 
suggestiong and criticisms of the 
proposed uniform system of ac- 
counts. 

After such suggestions and criti- 
cisms are filed with the commission, 
the matter will be given further con- 
sideration by the commission, and as 
soon as possible thereafter an order 
will be issued in time to become ef- 
fective January 1, 1920.

NECESSITY OF LIME 


As exhaustive discussion of the 
extensive use and importance of 
lime in agriculture of the south and 
southeast was brought out at a 


meeting of agricultural commis- 
sioners of half a dozen states, to- 
gether with directors of experiment 
stations and agricultural agencies 
of the railroads affected held yes- 
terday at the Piedmont hotel. 

The point arose in connection with 
a review of the enlarged demand for 
green stuffs made necessary by the 
greatly increased live stock pro- 
and it was 
pointed out that both lime and fer- 


_tilizer are necessary to a maximum 


yield of green stuffs. Neither in- 
gredient used alone will give proper 
results, but when used _ together 
properly practically double yield. 

The conference grew out of a 
meeting of soil experts held April 
29 and 30 in Knoxville, Tenn., and 
its object was to secure a solidifica- 
tion of interests in the south in or- 
der to put over the increased pro- 
gram of production to meet post- 
war conditions. 

Changes of methods of produc- 
tion resulting from the boll weevil, 
the elimination of the cattle tick, 
an enlarged live stock program mak- 
ing necessary increased plant stuffs 
and other reasons call for attention 
by leading agriculturists. Of spe- 
cial interest was the discussion of 
preserving the nitrogen supply, 
which cheapens the production of 
foodstuffs, and it was stressed that 
soil used for this purpose should 


| have deposits of both lime and phos- 


phate. 

Cotton and corn, speakers stated, 
are soil exhausters, and in order to 
rebuild the nitrogen supply tm the 
soil it is necessary to plant legumes, 
such as beans, clover, alfalfa and 
other green stuffs. In addition to 
aiding in meeting the demand for 
increased foodstuffs, this brings the 
A dou- 
ble result is obtained from the use 
of both lime and fertilizer, it was 
also brought out. 

In discussing the matter of diver- 
sification of crops to meet the needs 
of northern farmers moving south, 
it was pointed out that these men 
are looking for some way to pur- 
sue the methods they are accustom- 
ed to. The discussion of this point 
was also of a most interesting na- 
ture. 

Dr. H. A. Morgan, dean and direc- 
tor of the college of agriculture of 
the University of Tennessee, pre- 
sided over the meeting and the 
states of Georgia, Virginia, Alabama, 
Tennessee, Kentucky and South 
Carolina were well represented by 
agricultural commissioners and ex- 
periment station directors.

Educational Lines 


Compulsory Education for 
Russian Children for the 
First Time in History. 
Cultural Work of New 
Russia Beyond Criticism. 


By Frazier Hunt. 

Helsingfors, May 18, via Paris, 
May 25.—(By Special Cable.)—The 
bolsheviki, while masters at de- 
struction, have been able so far 
really to construct only two great 
things—a fighting red army and a 
comprehensive educational program 
for Russia’s millions. Today the red 
army is fighting on a 4,500-mile 
front, while with regard to educa- 
tion for the first time in the his- 
tory of the country all children 
between the ages of 8 and 16 are 
compelled to go to school. 

Soviet officials are prouder 
their educational and cultural pro- 
gram than of anything else. It has 
been a pet part of their idea of the 
advancement of the masses, and 
there really have been remarkable 
strides in leading Russia’s unedu- 
cated. millicns along educational 
lines. All factories have _ their 
schools for both young people and 
adults, and there are countless lec- 
tures and cultural entertainments 
for workmen. 

Based on U. S. System. 
The whole school program is 


based on the general scheme of the 
American public school and state 


university system. Briefly, it is one 
of compulsory education, with uni- 
versities for all those who show 
special ability or desire. Books are 
to be furnished free, and every 


child is given free noon lunches: 

All private schools are abolished, 
and every child up to 16 years is 
gZiven exactly equal educational op- 
portunities. In the days of the czar 
only children of the better classes 
had really good opportunities to 
study, but with the revolution the 
great cry for education was the 
first one answered. 

It is hard for an American to real- 
ize how great was this yearning 
for education among the poorest, 
most ignorant peasants and work- 
men. Instinctively they knew that 
without education their lot could 
not be greatly improved, and so 
during the years of the czar’s 
regime they could only dream when 
a real chance for education would 
come to all. The bolsheviki are real- 
ly bringing this. 

$700,000,000 for Schools. 

“Our appropriation for education 
for this year is 7,000,000,000 rubles, 
of $700,000,000,"” Louncharski, com- 
missaire for public education, told 
me /with pride in a recent interview. 
“During the last year we have 
established 7,000 new village schools 
of the lower grades. 

“We have opened 3,000 schools 
of the second degree and twelve 
schools of higher education, includ- 
ing five new universities and a 
number. of workers’ universities, To 
do all this and to keep all our other 
schools running we have had to 
overcome many obstacles. We have 
been terribly short of fuel; we have 
had a hard time furnishing the mia- 
day lunches that we plan to give 
free to all children, and tempo- 
rarily we have been unable to carry 
out the plan to give all children 
free clothing as well. 

“Vocational phases are being 
worked up as rapidly as possible. 
Things are going ahead, but many 
of our finest ideas cannot be real- 
ized until normal life is resumed. 
Lack of shoes and clothing, for in- 
stance, have in some country dis- 
tricts kept 60 per cent of the chil- 
dren at home—they simply could 
not go to school because they did 
not have shoes to tramp across the 
snow in. 

“We have lacked paper to print 
our books on, and have had to get 
along the best way we could in a 
score of lines. But we are bringing 
education to the masses—that is the 
big thing.” 

Opening of University. 


Some weeks ago I attended the 
opening of the Moscow’ workers’ 
university. There was something 
ready fine and pathetic about the 
audience gathered. For the most 
part they were working men and 
women and. soldiers of the Red 
guard who saw now their dream of 
educational opportunity coming 
true. At the speakers’ table were 
four men—three ostensible working- 
men and the fourth a white-collared 
intellectual. It was a drama they 
were playing, a drama new to Rus- 
sia but old to America. They were 
bringing the schools to the common 
people. 

This workers’ university is to 
have different colleges and depart- 
ments and on general lines is to 
follow ordinary universities. Most 
courses, however, are to be prac- 
tical, and the whole study course 
is to fit a student for practical life. 
Students are to be sent from dif- 
ferent districts of societ Russia, be- 
ing chosen by the local district au- 
thorities, and all expenses while at- 
tending college are paid. 

Imperial University to Go On, 

In no way is the school to inter- 


fere with the old Moscow imperial 
university, meaning that the old in- 
tellectual life is to go on, but, in 
addition, that higher educational 
opportunities are to be opened to 
workers who previously were de- 
nied college changes. 

There is little to quarrel with In 
the whole Russian attempt at cul- 
tural developments.

Theatres have | 


new art galleries opened, and every 
issue of the government and party 
papers carry a list of free lectures 
and entertainments for workers. 

I have visited a number of these 
soviet theatres, and have been inter- 
ested to find with what proprietorial 
sense the working people attended 
these theatres. The real working 
people come here with their families, 
and if they choose, they sit through 
the performance with their hats on 
—partly due to the cold theater. Ten 
other theaters are open where the 
old and new bourgeoise might go. 

Each great trade union of fac- 
tories takes a block of seats at the 
soviet theaters, and either gives 
them out or sells them at a low 
price to workmen. In all there are 
seven of these soviet theaters in 
Moscow, and they have become a 
sort of new social club of the 
masses. The men who formerly used 
to spend their wages and evening 
drinking vodka now g0 to the 
theater and hear a very decent pro- 
duction of the old operas and stan- 
derd Russian plays. 

No Vodka in Russia. 


Vodka drinking, by the way, is a 
lost art is Russia. The country is 
actually absolutely dry. In Petro- 
grad I was confidentially informed 
cow the cheapest grade was $90, 
while it is said a short quart of 
vodka is $39. 

There are no two sides to the wet 
or dry question in Russia. Stamp- 
ing out vodka at the start of the 
war was probably one of the really 
great things the czar did, and the 
Bolsheviki have seen the wisdom of 
keeping the country dry. 

“Russia never will have vodka 
again,” one soviet commissaire told 
me. “We are convinced that na- 
tional prohibition is the only course 
for Russia. Some day we may per- 
mit the manufacture of light wines 
and beer, but that is a question.” 

The rotten court, the parasitic up- 
per class, and vodka kept Russia’s 
millions under the iron heel. When 
the ezar took away vodka he gave 
the moujik nothing in its place. 

The soviets are trying to do this 
through soviet theatres, concerts, 
lectures, and entertainments. They 
have opened much that is fine and 
artistic to the workman. He is ap- 
preciating all this, but he wants the 
comforts of life and real liberties 
as well. He wants food, clothing, 
shoes, and more freedom of expres- 
sion and life. He is never going 
to be satisfied until he gets all 
these,

LYNCHED AT DOOR 
OF COURT HOUSE

had been held in jail since his ar- 
rest in Colorado several weeks ago. 
There were no threats when he was 
brought from the train to the court 
house. There was no show of vio- 
lence in the court room when the 
prisoner was arraigned, and, accord- 
ing to witnesses, the men composing 
the mob gathered in the corridors 
of the court house and in the yard 
and no warning was given of thei. 
action. 

Capital punishment is not possible 
uunder a law enacted by the legis- 
lature in 1917. An attempt was 
made to repeal the present law 
shortly after the Lynch shooting and 
the chief supporter of the repeal 
of the law was Representative Hen- 
ry Chancellor of Barton county, 
where Lynch was hanged. 

Lynch was arrested at Lamar on 
the request of St. Louis authorities 
where he was charged with box car 
robbery. On March 3 Sheriff Har- 


low, in response to a request of 
Lynch to use the long distance tele- 
phone, opened his cell. , Lynch drew 
a revolver and shot the sheriff, kill- 
ing him instantly. The son of the 
sheriff came to his father’s rescue 
and was also shot by Lynch and 
died two days later. 

A posse with bloodhounds attempt- 
ed to trail Lynch, but failed. 

Barred at Mexican Border. 

Leaving Lamar, Lynch, according 
to his confession, went to Kansas 
City and from there to St. Louis, 
where he obtained funds from 
friends. Going to Jacksonville, III., 
he purchased a motop car and start- 
ed west. He was refused permis- 
sion to cross the Mexican border 
and continued on to Los Angeles. 
Coming back east, he was recog- 
nized at LaJunta, Colo., by a resi- 
dent of Lamar, and dapprehended. 

Lynch’s arrest at LaJunta came 
on May 14, shortly after which he 
was brought back to Missouri and 
confined at Butler, Mo., the authori- 
ties at that time believing that he 
would not be safe at Lamar be- 
cause of the intense feeling. 

After his return to Butler, Lynch 
confessed that he had tramped 
through the country surrounding 
Lamar after his escape, and at one 
time while being trailed by the 
posse with bloodhounds, had stood 
on one of the street corners of the 
town and watched the posse work. 
While Lynch made no confession 
as to where he had obtained the 
weapon which he used to kill Sher- 
iff Harlow and his son, his mother 
and wife were supposed to have 
smuggled it to him. They were held 
immediately after his escape on the 
charge of being accessories to the 
crime. 

NEGRO LYNCHED 
IN MISSISSIPPI. 

Memphis, May 28.—Meager reports 
received here tonight from Hernan- 
do and Oliver Branch, Miss., told 
of the lynching today near Mineral 
Wells, Miss., of a negro accused of 
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gusta, 


attempting to attack one of three 
white women he held up on a lonely 
road on which they were riding in a 
uggy.- 

He had dragged the woman into 
a clump of bushes before the 
screams of her companions fright- 
ened him away, it was said, by 
county officials in long distance 
telephone messages tonight. An al- 
leged accomplice, it was said, had 
been arrested by the sheriff and a 
deputy and taken to Hernando, 
whence he later was moved to an- 
other village for safety.

Organization to Benefit 
Modern Business W omen 


By Jsma Dooly 


Now that each day is bringing woman nearer and nearer to equal 
hip with men, it is timely that women in various interests are 
‘organizing so that they can rally their forces when needed, and act in 
|unison, whether the action is called for in any public movement, whether 
One of the most interesting incidents in 
the organized activities of women is the proposed federation of business 
and professional women’s organizations. 

There are two types of women who especially appreciate this fact, 
the woman who is a public worker who has been a leader or active 
participant in the work during the war, 
representative type of business or professional woman who realizes 
that the weakness of the untutored woman in business reacts upon the 
This latter condition has made itself markedly 
felt during the period of the war, when so many places were open to 
women which had hitherto been occupied almost exclusively by men. 
Inequality of qualification arose as frequently as inequality of wage. 

I have learned through conference with leaders that one of the 
purposes of the federation will be to raise the standards of business 
women’s qualifications if they would take an equal business stand with 
They must study out and make available methods by which the 
young business woman can equip herself for this equal opportunity 
which would carry with it equal wage. 

Business women themselves can so much 
message, and to carry it on they will find much inspiration in the 
broadening influences of the proposed federation. 
| Aside from the menial attitude young women workers unconsciously 
fall inte of failing to see both sides of the obligation in employment 
contracts, they do not realize their lack of qualification when the ques- 
tion of the inequality of wage is presented to them. 

They speak of a “living wage” and a “just wage,” and forget that 
'the wage is offered for “work delivered,” and not for prospective better 
work, nor are good intentions mentioned as recognized on the pay roll. 

These are the difficulties which confront the young women workers, 
|as often as any others, and they are the ones over which the younger 
women may be guided by the more efficient and experienced workers. 

But to accomplish this, standards of work must be agreed upon, 
and ways and means devised through which the young women may be 
guided into a knowledge of standards, and the way to acquire supple- 
'mentary qualifications. 
| It is obvious that these standards to cover all that they should 
|eover could not be fully worked out by any one organization or group, 
| but that it will be when a clearing house of ideas is established through 
the federation of professional and business women’s organizations, that 
the final standards can be clearly defined, and information about them 
directed through the right channels. 

Younger women who are still unqualified for the work they essay 
to do, will be shown the way to better equip themselves, and then they

New York, May 28.—~An early ad- 
vance of nearly a cent a pound met 
a renewal of heavy realizing in 
the cotton market today and there 
Was a very sevére break in prices.

The market opened strong at an 
advance of 46 to 50 points and sold 
74 to $0 points net higher imme- 
diately after the call in response to 
unexpectedly firm cables, continued 
wet weather in the south, bullish 
private condition figures and re- 
ports of a continued trade demand. 
Realizing checked the advance at 
32.70 for July and 31.26 for De- 
cember, and the market turned easi- 
ved toward the middle of the morn- 
ng. 

The weekly report of the weather 
bureau read unfavorably as expect- 
ed, but failed to inspire any fresh 
buying of consequence and moder- 
ate midday rallies on reports of 
continued trade buying, seemed to 
bring out another wave of profit- 
taking. Reports that the southern 
spot basis was easier and southern 
selling here contributed to the de- 
cline later in the day with July 
selling off to 31.65 and December 
to 30.30 in the late trading. The 
close was within a few points of 
the lowest. 

Two private crop reports were is- 
sued, one of them making the con- 
dition 75.6 and estimating the de- 
crease in acreage at 13 per cent.

New Orleans, May 28.—A rise of 
nearly $5 a bale on the strongest 
months occurred in the early trading 
in cotton today, but during the re- 
mainder of the session the market 
had more or less of a reactionary 
feeling and toward the end all the 
improvement disappeared and was 
replaced by a net decline of 19 to 28 
points on the weakest months. Clos- 
ing prices were 5 points up to 18 
points off net. 

The very wide advance in Liver- 
pool was the main reason for the 
strong opening here. In the first 
few minutes of business prices rose 
81 to 95 points and at this point 
the highest levels of the day were 
reached. The weather map was wet 
and this was a sustainine influence 
as were also weekly crop reports 
from the government, hich were con- 
sidered unfavorable.

IN STOGK MARKET 


Stiffer Money Tendencies 

Also Tend to Curtail 
Trading, and Prices 
Show Considerable Ir- 
regularities. 


New York, May 28.—Restraints 
imposed upon the speculation bu- 
reau by the approaching holidays 
and stiffer money tendencies were 
increasingly evident during today’s 
stock market session, trading show- 
ing moderate curtailment and con- 
siderable price irregularity. There 
were several distinct advances and 
declines, due mostly to further sell- 
ing for assured profits, but the er- 
ratic movements of certain stocks, 
especially the shipping division, was 
traceable to professional pressure. 

The most encouraging note of the 
day was sounded by a recognized 
trade review which emphasized the 
measureable improvement of senti- 
ment in the steel and iron industry, 
this being ascribed in part to the 
failure of the railroad administra- 
tion to break the price of rails. 

Shippings, oils and food special- 
tles furnished much of the early 
momentum and strength, but this 
was largely dissipated before noon 
when Marine preferred broke sharp- 
ly, other leaders reacting 1 to 4 
points. 

Fom that level there were irregu- 
lar recoveries, the market quicken- 
ing on an inquiry for equipments 
and steels, also leather and chemi- 
cal issués, coppers, tobaccos and mo- 
tor specialties. 

Baldwin Locomotive scored an ex- 
treme advance of 4 points, United 
States Steel rose 2 points to the 
year’s best at 109% and Harvester 
and Virginia Coal were 2 to 4 points 
higher, but fresh selling of steels 
immediately ensued, other leaders 
reacting 1 to 3 points. United States 
Steel closed at a net advance of 
1% points, but rails were variable 
and lower in the main. 

Sales of Victory 4% per cent 
bonds at par, firmness of Liberty 
issues and slight irregularity in the 
foreign group represented the chief 
features of a moderate bond mar- 
ket.

Summary of Weather and Crop Conditions in 
Cotton Belt for the Week 
Ending May 27, 1919. 

Washineton, May 28.—The progress of 
cotton was rather poor in most sections of 
the cotton belt on account of continued low 
temperatures and considerable rainfall. Cul- 
tivation of cotton is rather backward, and 
as a result the crop is rather grassy. The 
growth of cotton was about normal in most 
of the Carolinas and Florida, where tem- 
peratures were about normal, but elsewhere 
growth was slow on account of cool nights. 
The condition of cotton is about normal in 
southern Texas, but below normal elsewhere 
in that state and cultivation is badly need- 
ed. The progress of corn was very good in 
southeastern districts, but it was too wet 
southern districts. The weather continued 
and cultivation is needed in many other 
favorable for truck crops, meadows, pastures 
and fruits.—Marvin. 


Synopsis of Weather and Crop Conditions in 
Georgia for the Week Ending 
Tuesday, May 27, 1919. 


Atlanta, Ga., May 28.—The early part of 
the wock was characterized by cold nights, 
which checked the growth of all crops more 
or less in the central-yorthern portions of 
Georgia and gave cotton a somewhat sickly 
appearance. The rainfall was moderate, and 
in many counties there were good opportuni- 
ties to clear crops of grass; many fields, 
however, are still grassy. Cotton, though 
checked in growth, remains in good condi- 
tion generally, but is very lousy in places; 
the crop is being well chopped out and cul- 
tivated, but needs warmer weather. Plant- 
ing corn in bottom lands continues, and also 
setting out sweet potato slips. Harvesting 
wheat and oats is general in the north- 
central. portion of the state and completed 
in the south. Sugar cane and peanuts seem 
to be doing well. The growth of truck crops 
and gardens has been slow in the northern 
portion of the state, but at the close of the 
week all crops began to do better with in- 
creasing warmth.

pac Sa of my old star, Barney 
Oldfield—and Barney has absolutely 
retired and has entered the tire busi- 
ness as president of a big manufac- 
turing company. 


Test of Motors. 


The race Saturday will be a test 
of motors which should bring about 
a decision as to the effectiveness of 
the different size engines in long, 
gruelling test. Tthere are fours, 
sixes, eights and twelves, and they 
represent the ultimate in designing. 
England, France, Ytaly, Belgium and 
American types and designs are all 
to be tried, and it will be most in- 
teresting to get the results. 

First, I want to point out the fact 
that the Indianapolis rack is not 
capable of the speed which is possi- 
ble on the plank courses at Sheeps- 
head Bay, Chicago and Cincinnati. 
The course is brick and nothing like 
so scientifically banked as the other 
tracks mentioned. On the other 
hand, it is more trying on cars, 
drivers and tires. On a not day this 
brick surface fairly eats up tires. 
Consequently, this will not be a race 
of speed, but a struggle in which 
brains, endurance and luck play a 
big part.

Of the Americans I say off-hand 
that we must depend upon the vet- 
erans — DePalma, Louis Chevrolet, 
Earl Cooper, Ralph Mulford, Roscoe 
Sarles, Howdy Wilcox, Tommy Mil- 
ton and Eddie Hearne. England will 
have Jean Chassagne and Dario Res- 
ta. France has Louls Wagner, Jules 
Goux, Albert Guyot, Rene Thomas 
and Paul Balbot. Other countries 
have their greatest pilots. Because 
of this preponderance of skill, ex- 
perience and brains I do not look 
for an outsider to upset the beans. 


DePalma Is Favorite. 


With the great majority of the 
public DePalma is picked as having 
the best chance of any American. 
This because of his wonderful driv- 
ing ability and the almost unlimited 
speed of his aviation-motored car. 
But I cannot agree with the public 
despite my undoubted aamiration for 
Ralph. I simply cannot see how his 
light engine will be able to stand the 
gruelling hardships enforced by the 
Indianapolis track. I will say this, 
however, if his car does stand up 
he will be the boy to beat. He cer- 
tainly has the speed and skill. 

If America gets the honors this 
time I am inclined to say that Louis 
Chevrolet, Earl Cooper or Roscoe 
Sarles will be the three to bring the 
bacon home. They have sturdy cars 
equal to all the speed of which the 
track is capable. Their motors of 
four cylinders will be able to stand 
the strain better. But I do not want 
to make a prediction unti] I visit 
the track and see the drivers work- 
ing. I will be there Thursday morn- 
ing and will be able to get all] the 
dope during the day. My predictions 
will follow.

Savannah, Ga., May 28.—(Special.) 


To accomplish for the agriculture 
ef the coastal plain section of the 
southeastern states what the South 
Atlantic Ports association and other 


southern export associations are ac- 
complishing for the shipping of the 
southern Atlantic ports, the South- 
ern Settlement and Development or- 


ganization today opened an office 


in Savannah, and its first efforts 
will be directed toward unifying 
and concentrating the public senti- 
ment of the south in support of the 
national soldier settlement bill in- 
troduced the opening day of the 
extra session of congress by Repre- 
sentative Mondell, of Wyoming, and 
In support of similar co-ordinating 
legislation in the several southern 
states. 

The Southern Settlement and De- 
velopment organization, supported 
by the railroads of the south until 
the government took over the rail- 
roads and cut off this support, is 
now controlled by thirty-five direc- 
tors, twenty-five of whom represent 
non-profit associations of land own- 
ers and business men in ten states, 


and is acting as the ciearing house 
for these state organizations in a 
broad visioned program of south- 
wide development projected for a 
period of three years or more. The 
nucleus for this plan of organiza- 
tion was formed at the close of the 
Soutbern Land Congress held in Sa- 
vannah last November when the 
government's soldier settlement plan 
was first given nation-wide publicity 
dnd was consummated recently at 
a reorganization meeting in Balti- 
more.

VC. A IS PRAISED 
BY ARMY OFFICER 


New York, May 28.—Praise of the 
Young Men’s Christian association 
rather than condemnation is con- 
tained in the first official report of 
army authorities directed by Secre- 
tary Baker to investigate the rec- 
ord of welfare organizations in 


France, especially the Y. M. C. A. 

This report, received today at 
the national war work headquarters 
of the Y. M. C. A., deals with the 
organization’s activities in the area 
around Gondrescourt, where was sta- 
tioned the 88th division, comprising 
troops from Missouri, Kansas, IIlli- 
nois, lowa, Minnesota and South Da- 
kota. 

The report, submitted by Major L. 
B. Row, division inspector; Captain 
John Pirie, assistant division inspec- 
tor; Sergeant Oliver B. Hanvill, di- 
vision headquarters detachment, and 
several inspectors appointed from 
all units, is based on hundreds of 
sworn statements. It deals with 
canteen charges and management, 
personnel, adequacy of supplies for 
free distribution and of workers and 
canteen supplies at the front; edu- 
cational and recreational facilities 
furnished, transmission of funds for 
soldiers, and the attitude and per- 
formance of the duties of individual 
welfare workers. 

“The greatest source of criticism 
was the taking over of general can- 
teen work,” said the report. “By 
assuming this canteen work, the 
possibility of general free distribu- 
tion was eliminated as it would have 
required possibly ten times the 
amount of funds collected in the 
United States to have supported 
such a project. Since the Knights 
of Columbus, Salvation Army, Jew- 
ish Welfare Board and Red Cross 
have not assumed in any way re- 
sponsibility for the canteen work, 
these organizations could operate 
when and where they pleased and 
maintain at all times their reputa- 
tion for work well done. With this 
and the fact that these orgnniza- 
tions gave much for free distribu- 
tion which the ‘Y’ from necessity 
could not do, an unfair. comparison 


was made. 

“There cam be no doubt that the 
‘Y’ has doné a great work in the 
A. E. F., that time will eliminate 
much of the faultfinding which at 
one time was prevalent. The great 
majority of the ‘Y’ personnel have 
been generous, sympathetic, hard- 
working and self-sacrificing. It is 
evident that much fearless, untiring

REPUBLICAN SLATE 
WINS IN THE SENATE 


Washington, May 28.—After three 
hours of sharp partisan. conflict 
with the democrats, the republicans 
completed organization of the sen- 
ate today by electing chairmen and 
majorities of all important commit- 
tees, including Senators Penrose, 
Pennsylvania, and Warren, Wyo- 
ming, as heads of the finance and 
appropriations committees, re- 
spectively. 

The republican progressives did 
not carry their opposition to Sen- 
ators Penrose and Warren to the 
senate floor, voting solidly against 
a democratic motion designed to 
oust Senator Penrose as chairman 
of the finance comm pttee. 

All of the republican committee 
nominations were adopted en masse 
on a straight party vote of 49 to 42, 
the republicans being successful in 
preventing separate votes on spe- 
cial chairmanships sought by many 
parliamentary moves of the demo- 
crats, apparently in an effort to 
force a record vote of the progres- 
sive republicans. The democrats, 
however, secured a roll call on a 
motion to strike out the designa- 
tion of “chairman” of the finance 
committee after Mr. Penrose’s name. 
The motion was tabled, 48 to 43, 
with Senator Borah, Idaho, and all 
other progressive republicans voting 
for it. 

After the republican committee se- 
lections had been adopted the dem- 
ocratic assignments were approved 
without objection and the new com- 
mittee chairmen immediately out- 
lined legislative programs, arrang- 
ing to expedite the woman suf- 
frage resolution and other affairs. 
The interstate commerce committee 
will meet tomorrow to take up the 
bill repealing government control of 
telegraphs, telephones and cables 
and the labor committee wil? begin 
work on vocational education bills.

The Navy General Board 

- Wants Ten Battleships 

- and Six Cruisers Hurried 
to Completion — 250,000 
Men Wanted. 


Washington, May 28.—Although 

the nayy department has placed it- 
self on record as being opposed to 
launching new building programs 
Which would give the United States 
@ navy “second to none in the 
world,” it is in favor of rushing 
to completion all capital ships al- 
ready authorized, and of maintain- 
ing temporarily, at least, a force 
of men capable of handling “any 
emergency which might arise.” 
r Secretary Daniels, continuing his 
testimony today before the house 
naval affairs committee, read a 
communication from the general 
board which recommended that the 
ten battleships and six battle cruis- 
ers authorized in the 1916 program 
should be completed as soon as pos- 
sible, and that no radical changes 
Should be made in construction of 
the vessels. 

Recommendation was made by ~-- 
secretary that provision be made in 
the 1920 appropriation bill for a 
navy of 250,000 men, only 23,000 less 
than are now in the service. He 
@sserted that unless this number 
was authorized the navy would be 
unable to aid materially in bringing 
American troops home from Europ:, 
and in addition would be pee” 
ously weakened.” 

Mr. Daniels emphasized that the 
navy department did not intend to 
ask congress at this time for a per- 
manent navy of 250,000 men, but 
only for a temporary force large 
enough to take care of the work 


arising in the transition Period be- 
tween war and peace. Between now 
and the end of the year, the sec- 
retary said, the department would 
have time to study carefully the 
situation and arrive at a definite 
conclusion as to the country’s needs. 
No Composite Ship. 

The recommendation from. the 
general board regarding the early 
completion of 1916 program disclosed 
that the naval experts had decided 
against the composite ship which 
had been planned to take the place 
of the battleship and battle cruiser. 
It was assumed that study by Sec- 
retary Daniels and itcar Admirals 
Griffin, Earle and Taylor, of for- 
eign battleshi» constructions, led t» 
the abandonment of the plans for 
the new type. 

No changes will be made in the 
ten battleships already authorized 
except those suggested by future 
developments in battleship construc- 
tion, the committee was told. Plans 
for the battle cruisers will be 
changed to provide for greater pru- 
tection at a slight sacrifice of the 
proposed spced of 25 knots an hour. 

Rear Aamir al McKean, acting 
chief of the office of operations, 
told the committee that sixteen 
first-class and thirteen second-cla:s 
battleships, with a total comple 
ment of 36,000 men would be kept 
in commission as a peace time force 
When questioned by committee mem- 
bers regarding the advisability of 
teducing this number of men, Ad- 
miral McKean said it could not be 
done without so decreasing the ef- 
ficiency of the navy as to make 
it possible for “any one to come 
along and bump us off.” 
~The department has planned, he 
Said, to keep in commission 716 
ships of all types, put 193 out of 
commission and place 409 in re- 
serve. 

A summary spewing the needs of 
the nav~ “*r 250.0 was giver 
to the committee ei Captain Leigh, 

cting chief of the bureau of navi- 

ation. The number of officers 
which would be required for a navy 
of 250,000 was placed by Captain 
Leigh at 27,714. 

Board’s Communication. 

Principal changes in the six bat- 
tle cruis@rs authorized in 1916, rec- 
Oommended by the general board, 
would give the ships additional pro- 
tection at the sacrifice of speed. See- 
retary Daniels told the committee the 
board was unable to say how much 
speed would be sacrificed to gain 
this end. The ships were designed 
for~-35 knots speed. The board's 
communication follows: 

“The general board and this con- 
ference recommends that the pres- 
ent authorized battleship program 
be completed as expeditiously as 
possible on present lines of devel- 
opment, and that future designs of 
battleships should depend upon fur- 
ther developments in battleship 
construction. 

“The general board and this con- 
ference recommends to the secre- 
tary of the navy that the six cruis- 
ers now authorized be completed as 
expeditiously as possible, but with 
aduiiional protection, particularly to 
turrets, conning towers, magazines 
and conimunications, at the expense 
of a small reduction in speed.”
